4. Town Tree Warden - update 

The Tree Warden position has not been advertized for reasons M. Rademacher explained to MEA. The committee 
decided to do some research in neighboring towns.

We 
discussed having a favorite tree program for Arlington and developing an article that calls for people to submit a 
favorite tree and why it is meaningful to them. EP will talk to a neighbor about a tree in their back yard they have all 
grown up with. EP will also look at ArborDay.org, CaseyTrees, and other sites to research topics for a future article.
